UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — 


The Big Four ambassadors met private- 


ly yesterday, seeking a formula for guarantees for any peace agree- 
ment that might eventually be reached by Israel and the Arab states. 


It was the 60th meeting of the 
U.S., Soviet, British and French en- 
voys in a series that began in 
April, 1969. 

As the ambassadors gathered at 
the U.S. mission, Israel's Ambas- 
sador to the U.N. Yosef Tekoah, 
went to U.N. headquarters across 
the street to tell special envoy 
Gunnar Jarring that his govern- 
ment was ready to debate the 
points in the position Egypt outlined 
on February 15, but without prior 
conditions. 

Diplomats saw no indication of 
@ break in elther the Arab or Is- 
Taeli postures in the indirect talks 
conducted by Dr. Jarring. The 
Swedish diplomat was making plans 
to break off activitles here tem- 
porarily at Easter and visit his 
famDy in Moscow, where he serves 
as Sweden's Ambassador. 

“The two parties have made their 
positions clear," Mr. Tekoah told 
newsmen upon leaving Dr. Ji 
after a 40-minute visit. “We are 
now awaiting a response of the 
U.AR. to our expressed readiness 
to discuss all questions, including 
territorlal questions. 

“We dco rot ask Egypt to accept 
our basic position ag a prior con- 
dition, just as Egypt cannot dictate 
its position as a prior condition. 
Discussions should be without prior 
conditions," Mr. Tekoah said. “We 
are ready to debate the points in 
Egypt's position. Ν 

“Our purpose is not to discuss 
Secure and reco, ἃ boundaries 
with the Secretary-General but with 
Egypt," he said.

The Ambassadors met for 24% 
hours, after which Mr. Bush told 
newsmen:

Prior to this meeting with Mr. 
Tekoah, the Secretary-General ques- 
tioned the authenticity of an Is- 
raeli “policy statement” which 
denounced plans proposed by the 
U.S. and Dr. Jarring for protecting 
Israeli security after a withdrawal 
from Sinai. 

A U.N. spokesman seid that if 
press reports of the statement were 
a true reflection of its contents, 
“the Secretary-General finds it hard 
to believe that it emanates from 
an official Israeli source.”

The efforts of the Moscow group to 
gather all parties it labels progres- 
sive together under its leadership to 
rout the Marxists has been foiled 
because Mrs, Gandhi's supporters and 
8 breakaway regional party, the 
Bangla Congress, have kept out. 

Of course Moscow and its men have 
not given up hoping they will still 
be able to have a say in forming and 
running the next government of the 
Indian Union. They are banking on 
Mrs. Gandhi's failing to win an 


A absolute majority and having to turn 


to them for support. 

That would be the time for the CPI 
to demand the price it seeks — δ 
share in the administration. The odds 
are, however, against them. Mrs. 
Gandhi's close aides like Finance 
Minister Y.B. Chavan and Defence 
Minister Jagjivan Ram, who reso- 
lutely opposed: the move for 4 na- 
tional leftist alliance, are bound to 
méke themselves heard again, per- 
haps more loudly than before. 

If, in spite of all these handicaps, 
the Communists have their way, they 
are .sure to insist on revamping 
India's foreign policy to give it a look 
more like Moscow's, Their election 
manifesto, In contrast to Mrs. Gan- 
dhi's simplistic adherence to mon- 
alignment, emphasises the anti-im- 
perialist and anti-colonialist cha- 
racter of being nonaligned, demands 
full diplomatic tles with North Viet- 
mam, North Korea and Bast Ger- 
many, recognition of the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government of South 
Vietnam and unrestricted trade with 
“friendly” countries, including Cubs. 

The CPI ‘hes more to gain than any 
other party from Mrs. Gandhi's get- 
ting less than a working majority in 
the new Lok Sabha, the lower house 
of Parliament. And the balancing act 
they are rehearsing depends on how 
big or small 8 margin she 18 from 
a majority. 

The Communista and their allies 
in the new house must de able to 
muster enough seats to fill the gap. 
Will they be able to? The way voting 
goes ln West Bengal will decide thia.

weather at least locally. Some of 
these are practical, others very 
costly. Some activities of man 
have turned out to change the 
weather and possibly even the cii- 
mate in, a harmful way. - 


Among them is Israel, where a de- 
finite increase in rainfall of about 
15 per cent has been proved by 
strictly controlled statistical checks. 
One should remember that meteor- 
otogists cannot . produce rain ut 
only increase the normal amounts 
when naturally favourabie conditions 
exist, 

‘However, there are also some 
non - meteorological complications. 
In the U.S., private “rainmaking” 
firms have run into serious litiga- 
tion trouble, since farmers and 
large agricultural organizations 
have claimed that rain which 
otherwise would have fallen on 
their lands was “milked out of 
the clouds" before reaching their 
territory. In Israel rain stimula- 
tion, as it is also called, has be- 
come a routine operation during 
every rainy season, and it is 
earried out in close cooperation 
with Mekorot, the Israel Meteoro- 
logical! Service and a _ research 
team of the Hebrew University. 
The chemical compound AglI (sil- 
ver iodide) is introduced both by 
spraying from aircraft and from 
ground burners, which produce 
smoke carrying AgI particles up 
into the cloud base. 

In connection with efforts to 
increase rainfall,the possibility was 
explored of forestalling ‘hati, which 
can cause considerable: damage to 
agricultural crops. By introducing 
silver fodide nuclei into hall-bear- 
Ing clouds, meteorologists intend to 
Increase the number of raindrops 
at the expense of halilstones — and 
in this way to cause a premature 
release of rain preventing the 
growth of hailstones. Soviet re- 
searchers recently claimed con- 
siderable success in the use of 
anti-aircraft guns to destroy hail 
growth centres in thunderclouds: 
by shooting shells loaded with AgI 
into them and thus saving valu- 
able crops of fruit trees and wine 
grapes in the Caucasus mountains. 

Tn countries where natural eva- 
poration is high ‘because long 
periods of hot and dry weather 
and cloudiess skies cause a dwin- 
dling of water resources, meteorolo- 
gists have. sought ways to reduce 
evaporation ‘from natural and arti- 
ficlat lakes and reservoirs. This 
problem applies in Israel to Lake

The 
Plan also received endorsement by 
the Lester Pearson Committee, re- 
Porting to the Worid Bank on 
development in the 19703,’ and the 
Perkins Committee on aid, which 
reported to President Johnson.

Tnterest-sub- 
sidization exists, though mostly 
under domestic loan programmes 
(for housing, agriculture, and even 
export creditt, A number of states 
do make commitments of this kind 
for several years ahead; or else 
they capitalise the projected out- 
lay into a single lump sum, which 
then receives budgetary approval, 
for expenditure over the stated 
future period. 

Concerning the capacity of capi- 
tal markets, the report recognises 
that tight-money conditions prevail. 
But there is ample room for hor- 
rowing, especially in the SEuro- 
bond market considering the 
small size of proposed requirements 
relative to the size of tata) re- 
sources. (This point was made by 
Mr, Horowitz himself in his origi- 
nal submission.) The borrowing in- 
stitution would simply have to 
Place its floatations where and 
when the best opportunity offers.

The board of directors of a 
Government-owned company must 
serve the commercial interests of 
the company. Ministers may give 
SX them policy instructions — “but 

ghould the company lose money 

‘on that account, the Government 
must make the loss‘good. This re- 
commendation is made by a com- 
mittee under Professor Aharon 
Barak, of the Hebrew University’s 
Law Faculty, in a report pre- 
:sented to Mr. Pinhas Sapir, in 
his capacity as Minister of Com- 
merce and Industry. 

The committee wag appointed by 
the previous Minister, Mr. Zeev 
Sharef, to draw up a Government 
Companies Bill, which should take 
(nto account that publicly owned 
enterprises must be run in a ‘busi- 
nesslike manner, yet be subject to 
Government supervision and control. 

The Goverpment owns shares in 
143 undertakings, which themselves 
» have almost as many subsidiaries. 
They were not created for reasons 
of ideology. but to develop certain 
economic activities which no one 
else would finance, particularly the 
provision of infra-structure ameni- 
des. 

The Government's investments 
total IL1,182m. It has cver 90 per 
cent ownership in 30 per cent of 
the companies, and over 50 per 
cent ownership in 70 per cent of the 
companies, 


MAIN BRANCHES 


The four main branches are bank-

Judge urges 
psychotherapy 
instead of jail 


TEL ‘AVIV. — The president of the 
District Court yesterday proposed 
that criminals receive psychotherapy 
instead of jail sentences. 

Judge Ze'ey Zeltner said most 
delinquents suffer from a disease 
which might be called hatred of 
society. The best jail in the world 
cannot cure this disease, he sald, 
and jail is the last place these peo- 
ple should be sent. He excluded 
“professional criminals” and “white 
collar tricksters* who deliberately 
cheat in ‘business or on taxes. 

Although individual psychotherapy 
is expensive, he added, in the long 
run ἢ works out cheaper than main- 
taining large numbers of criminals 

jail.

All 47 passengers and crew were 
killed — among them 15 Israelis. 
The remains were brought here’ 
for burial. 


More volunteer hands 
needed on borders

TEL AVIV. — Some 12,000 volun- 
teers are needed to help border vil- 
lages this year, Mr. Haim Rabin, 
of the Agricultural Workers Union, 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday.

Haifa tugs idle 
as dispute looms

BAIRA. — Two of Haifa port's 
three tugboats have been idle dur- 
ing the past three nights as a re- 
sult of the dispute between the boat 
crews and the management. This 
bas led to delays in the shifting of 
freighters in and out of the port, 
-with consequent delays in the start 
of work on the early morning shift. 

The secretary of the- men’s com- 
mittee told The Post last night that 
several men had reported sick, or 
were on reserve duty this week. 
They could not be replaced during 
the night shift, because other tug 
operators would not work in their 
stead until the managenrent agrees 
to pay them the mobility bonus their 
Ashdod colleagues enjoy. 


He noted that they had declared 
an official labour dispute a month 
ago, and were also demanding pre- 
miums and pay for “spectai" jobs, 
such as shifting floating cranes, 
which they are now refusing to 
carry out, pending a settlement. The 
port management stated that it 
would agree to their demands if the 
men agree to man the tugs with 
the same number of crewman as 
in Ashdod.

/th-cent. menorot 
found near Wall 


Jerugaiem Past Reporter 

A Byzantine lintel stone with two 
menorot (seven-branched candelabra) 
depicted on it was found this week 
at the archaeological excavations 
near Jerusalem’s Temple Mount. 
They were drawn in red on either 
side of 8 Maltese cross that had 
been incised in the original stone. 
Alongside one menorah were drawn 
ἃ ram's horn and an ezroy, both 
also traditionally Jewish symbols. 
The stone was found In the remains 
of a 6th-7th century C.E. house 
near the south west corner of the 
Temple Mount. 

One theory is that the drawings, 
executed iin red ochre. may date to 
a brief period of Persian rule io 
the early seventh century at which 
time Jews may have been allowed 
to return and live in close prox- 
mity to the Temple Mount.

Mukhtar pleads for halt 
to demolitions in village 


NABLUS. — The mukktar of Inabus 
has issued a plea to the Prime 
Minister and the Ministers of De- 
fence and Police to refrain from 
blowing up five more  duildings 
which he claims are scheduled for 
demoiition by the military authori- 
ties. 

In an emotional message, the 
mukhtar, Mohammed Shafik Haj 
Yousef, noted that “you Jews are 
known to be a forgiving people. 
Blowing up houses cannot be con- 
strued as a deterrent. It only re- 
duces the chances of peaceful co- 
existence between our two peoples.” 

The mukhtar told reporters he 
had sent this plea to the authorities 
after two buildings were blown up 
in Inabus. The homes had belonged 
to two men who were arrested two 
months ago on suspicion of member- 
ship in the Fatah cell to which 
several grenade throwings and the 
murder of an Israeli bank watch- 
man are attributed. 

One of the homes that was blown 
up, on Wednesday, was that of the 
alleged leader of this cell, "Dr." 
Nafez Rafdi. The second home, de- 
molished yesterday, belonged to Al- 
lan Mustafa Suleiman, 27, the father 
of four children. 


In the last two days, three other 
homes were blown up in neighbour- 
ing villages: Burin, Hawara and 
Assira. 

Mr. Yousef told “Itim" he him- 
self was collecting arms from local 
homes, to prevent future acts of ter- 
rorism being based in Inabus. While 
he was speaking, a local man 
brought him two old and rusty Eng- 
lish rifles that had evidently been 
hidden in the earth. 

He said he was in favour of au- 
nishing criminals, but noted that 
the policy of blowing up their homes 
affects other innocent people as 
well and vidlates democratic prin- 
ciples. (Itims 


Valuable 1490 


ineunabula given 


A significant and highly valuable 
acquisition to the incunabula section 
of the Jewish National and Unlver- 
silty Library has been presented by 
Miss Frances Steloff, of New York. 
The buck, “Psalms, Job and Pro- 
verhs,” was printed in Naples on 
December 12, 1490, according to the 
eolophon at the ead of the Book 
of Psalms. Researchers consider that 
the printer was Yehoshua Shlomo 
hen Israel Natan Soncino, who 
moved his press from Soncino ta 
Naples during that year. 

As far as is known there is only 


one uther camplete copy of the 
book in existence, lodged in the 
Bodleian Library at Oxford. The 


Jewish Theological Seminary in New 
York has only five pages belonging 
in another copy. 

The copy now presented to the 
Library by Miss Stelotf ls in a fine 
state of preservation. 

Miss Steloff, who recently estab- 
‘shed the Tobe and Simon Ste! 
Visiting Lectureships at the Heb 
University (Saul Bellow was the 
first incumbent,, is the former own- 
er of the Cotham Book Mart, N.Y., 
and has been a generous benefactor 
of the Jewish National and Univer- 
sity Library for many years. 


Israeli Druse on 
arms charge 
in Gaza court

GAZA. — An Israeli Druse, Salman 
Ruad, 28, from Shfaram, was charg- 
ed before a military court here yes- 
terday with illegal spossession of 
two handgrenades. He admitted the 
facts, but pleaded not guilty to the 
charge. 


The accused told the court that 
in November, 1970, he had gone to 
Jebeliyeh for the purpose of buy- 
ing hashish. He was kidnapped there 
hy several armed persons, held for 
a week and then brought before 
Abu Nimr, the Fatah leader caught 
recently, who tried to recruit him 
into the terrorist organization. He 
was given two grenades and ordered 
to use them against Israel. But 
Ruad was afraid to act, and he hid 
the two grenades in’ Khan Yunis and 
fled, 

The trial was postponed for a 
defence lawyer to be briefed. 


The same court also sentenced 
18-year-old Hassan Ali Moussa Abu 
Youssef, from Dir el-Baliah, to 10 
years’ imprisonment for membership 
of the P.F.L.P. and throwing a 
handgrenade at an Israel} vehicle in 
February last year. 


Four other men from Dir el-Ballah 
were sentenced to prison terms for 
membership of the P.F.L.P. and 
possessing arms. One of them, Has- 
san Azziz Melek, 29, was also con- 
victed of trading in arms and 
received a 10-year sentence. 


Abdullah Timraz, 23, got five 
years, Taufik e-Kurdi, 23, four years, 
and Rushti Salem el-Aled, 24, five 
years. Some time ago e-Kurdi wrote 
“peace poems" to Golda Meir and 
Abba Eban. The president of the 
three-man court was Rav-Seren Haim 
Grossman, and the ‘prosecutor was 
Seren Yitzhak Aksel, Five local ad- 
vocates appeared for the defence. 


Peki’in Council 
bars return 
of secretary -

ACRE. The Local Council of 
Peki'in, in Upper Galilee, refuses to 
reinstate its secretary despite the 
fact that a charge of embezzlement 
against him has been found ground- 
less by the District Court. Secretary 
Ibrahim Zaki Wakim has served as 
secretary for 10 years. Two years 
ago, an impromptu check by the 
State Controller uncovered a shortage 
of IL1,000 in the Couneil’s funds. 
Wakim was charged with forgery 
and abuse of confidence. 

He pleaded that a technical error 
had occurred, that he had discovered 
it and had made up for it before 
the Controller's check. Haifa Dis- 
trict Court Judge Emanuel Slonim 
last month not only acquitted him, 
but held him to be entirely blame- 
less, 


Florist plucks con-man. 
out of police line-up 


HAIFA. District Court Judg:: 
Emanuel Slonim this week fined a 
con-man IL500 and handed him a 
year's suspended sentence after his 
victim proved he could call a blade 
a hlade. 


In February, 1969, Ephraim Ur- 
man, together with another man, 
walked into Shmuel Gottesman's 
flower shop in Kiryat Motzkin. One 
of the men told the florist-he was 
a new immigrant who could speak 
only Yiddish and Polish. The other 
said he spoke only Hehrew and 
Spanish. 


They told Mr, Gottesman they 
wished to consummate a deal con- 
cerning razor blades between them 
and asked whether he would serve 
as interpreter. Mr. Gottesman ag- 
reed and, at the conclusion of the 
procedure, was requested to hold on 
to the blades until the buyer could 
go home to Acre and return with 
the money. 


Since the seller “had to leave 
now” too, he, asked the filortst to 
give him IL750 in the meantime.
